London, March 30.—Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent the following 
concerning the address of Foreign Min- 
ister Zimmermann with regard to Ger- 
many's attempt to embroil Mexico and 
Japan with the United States: 

Hugo Ilaase, leader of the 
minority in the reichstag, 
that the German offer of an 
with Mexico had aggravated the situa- 
tion with the United States and Dr. 
Zimmermann replied: 

“Il wrote no letter 
ranza. | was not naive. Il merely 
addressed by a route that appeared to 
me to be a safe one, instructions to our 
representative in Mexico. It is being 
investizwated how these instructions fell 
into the hands of the American author- 
ities. 

“I instructed the 
in the event of war with the 
States, to propose a German alliance 
in Mexico and simultaneously to sug- 
gest that Japan join the alliance. i 
declared, expressly, that despite the 
submarine war, we hoped America 
would maintain neutrality. 

Loyal as Regards United States. 

“My instructions were to be carried 
out only after the United States de- 
clared war and a state of war super- 
vened. I believe the instructions were 
absolutely loyal as regards the United- 
ed States. General Carranza would, 
up to the present, have heard nothing 
of it if the United States had not pub- 
lished the instructions, which came into 
its ‘hands in a way which was not un- 
objectionable. Our behavior contrasts 
considerably with the behavior of the 
Washington government. 

“President Wilson, after our note of 
January 31, 1917, which avoided all 
aggressiveness in tone, deemed it prop- 
er immediately to break off relations 
with extraordinary roughness. Our 
ambassador no longer had the oppor- 
tunity to explain or elucidate orally 
our attitude. The United States gov- 
ernment thus declined t negotiate with 
us. On the other hand, it addressed 
itself immediately to all neutral pow- 
ers to induce them to join the United 
States and brexsk with us. 

“Every unprejudiced person must 
see in this the hostile attitude of the 
American government, which seemed to 
consider it right before being at war 
with us, to set the entire world against 
us. It cannot deny us the right to 
seek allies when it has itself prac- 
tically declared war on us. 

He Quotes Senator Underwood. 

“Herr Haase says it caused great in- 
dignation in America. Of course, in the 
first instance, the affair was employed 
as an incitement against us. But 
meanwhile, the storm abated slowly and 
the calm and sensible politicians, and 
also the great mass of the American 
people, saw there nothing to ob- 
ject to in these instructions in them- 
selves. I refer especially to the state- 
ments of Senator Underwood. Even at 
times newspapers felt obliged to admit 
regretfully that not so very much had 
been made of this affair. 

“J was reproached for thinking just 
of Mexico and Japan First of all. 
Mexico was a neighboring state 
America. If we wanted allies against 
America, Mexico would be the first to 
come into consideration. The relations 
between Mexico and ourselves since the 
time of Porfirio Diaz have been ex- 
tremely friendly and _ trustful. The 
Mexicans, moreover, are known as good 
and efficient soldiers. 

“It can hardly be said that the rela- 
tions a the United States and 
Mexico have®een friendly and trustful, 
but the world knows that antagonism 
exists between America and Japan. I 
maintain that these antagonisms are 
stronger than those which, despite the 
war, exist between Germany and Japan. 

“When I also wished to persuade Car- 
ranza that Japan should join the al- 
liance, thre was nothing extraordinary 
im this. “The relations between Japan 
and Mexico are long existent. The 
Mexicans and Japanese are of a like 
race and good relations exist between 
both countries. 

Thrust at Entente Press. 

“When further the entente press af- 
firms that it is shameless to take away 
allies, such reproach must have a pe- 
euliar effect coming from powers who, 
like our eneniies, made no scruple in 
taking away from us two powers and 
peoples with whom we were bound by 
treaties of more than thirty vears. The 
powers, who desire to make pliant an 
old Buropean country of culture like 
Greec® by unparalleled and violent 
means, cannot raise such a reproach 
against us. 

“When I thought of this alliance with 
Mexico and Japan, I allowed myself to 
be guided by the consideration that 
our brave troops already Mave to fight 
against a superior force of enemies, 
and my duty is, as far as possible. to 
keep further enemies away from them. 
That Mexico and Japan suited that pur- 
pose even Herr Haase will not deny. 

“Thus I considered it a patriotic duty 
to release those instructions, and I hold 
to the standpoint that I acted rightly.”

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VILLA ATTACKS 
CHIHUAHUA CITY

OVER 40 AMERICANS 
HELD BY GERMANY 


They Were Taken by Com- 
merce Raider Moewe and 


This Morning for Suborna- Are Held as Prisoners of 


War. 


Copenhagen, March 30.—(Via Lon- 
don.)-~More than 40 Americans were 
among the prisoners taken to Ger- 
many by the German commerce raidcr 
Moewe, according to Jack Benson, an 
seaman, who has arrived 
The Americans, he says, now 
are held as prisoners of war in Ger- 
many. 

Benson, who for a time was a fellow 
prisoner of the men now held in Ger- 
many, says that nearly all of the 40 
men were horsemen aboard the horse 
transport Esmeraldas, which was sunk 
by the Moewe. The only exception 
whom Benson was able to mention was 
an Amerifan named -Smith, who was 
aboard the British armed merchant- 
man Brecknockshire. 

The Americans captured, together 
with the British crews, at last accounts, 
were in a prison camp in Westphalia, 
having been taken from the Moewe 
three days after her arrival at Kiel. 
Benson owes his release to the fact that 
he was serving on the unarmed Nor- 
wegian bark Staut ana not on an arm- 
ed or belligerent merchantman. The 
master and the entire crew of the Staut 
were liberated and permitted to leave 
Germany a few days after the Moewe’s 
arrival in Kiel. Among those released 
was a man who claimed to have taken 
out his first American citizenship pa- 
pers, but who was a German by bDirtnh. 
He made plans to go to Hamburg. 

Renson shipped on the Staut at Nor- 
folk, Va., for a voyage to the south 
Georgia islands, with coal and provi- 
sions for the whaling fleet. The Staut 
was returning to Queenstown with 
whale oil when she encountered the St. 
Theodore, a British steamer that had 
been captured and armed and equipped 
as an auxiliary cruiser. 

The St. Theodore, after making an 
independent cruise, in which she cap- 
tured and destroyed the Staut, re- 
joined the Moewe February 12 and was 
sunk the following night, after having 
been stripped of all her copper, brass 
and other meta’ fittings. 

The Moewe, which had been operat- 
ing well to the south of the equator, 
then headed northward and destroyed 
seven more steamers, two of which re- 
sisted stoutly. 

The Moewe passed the skaggerak and 
through the sound disguised as a Swed- 
ish freighter and arrived at Kiel March 
99 
In addition to the detained Ameri- 
cans at least two Danish sailors are 
being held as prisoners of war for hav- 
ing served on board armed merchant- 
men. 


The German auxiliary cruiser Moewe, 
according to reports from Berlin, took 
593 prisoners to Germany. Shipping 
men at Newport News early this week 
said that 54 American muleteers were 
aboard the British steamer Esmeral- 
das. 

Fifty-nine American seamen taken 
to Germany by the prize ship Yarrow- 
Cule were released by Germany March 
16 and now are on their way to the 
United States. 

200 SAILORS TAKEN 
FROM SUNKEN VESSELS.

Petrograd, March 30.—(Via London.) 
The attempt of the Russian working 
Classes to establish peace by appealing 
directly to the German people to over- 
throw the Hohenzollern dynasty and 
reconstruct the government of their 
country by the same means as adopted 
by the Russian revolutionists, is liken- 
ed by The Russkaia Volia to President 
Wilson’s peace proposal. The news- 
paper states that, although President 
Wilson’s attempts ended in failure, it 
exerted a tremendous influence upon 
the opinion of the world and served to 
strengthen the cause for which the en- 
tente allies are fighting. The Russkaia 
Volia continues: 

“The ‘second attempt. to procure 
peace without further bloodshed—to 
bring the war to an end without vic- 
tory for either side—-whether success- 
ful or not, will not be in vain. . The 
appeal represents the desires of the 
masses of the Russian people. If the 
German people comply, there can be 
mutual trust between the people of the 
two countries, and in the name of the 
People the war can be ended without 
conquerors and conquered. 

“This is the last verbal argument in 
the quarrel with the enemy. If it is 
refused it will be war until the end.” 


ARMY ON WATCH 
IU DETECT SPIES 


United States Calls 500,000 
Civilian Employees to Aid 
Secret Service—Prompt 
Reporting of Everything 
Suspicious Wanited. 


Washington, March 30.—Virtually the 


[entire force of the federal government's 


civilian employees, approximately 500,- 
000 men and women, engaged in every 
branch of service, has been summoned 
to aid the bureau of investigation and 
the secret service in the detection of 
spies and the apprehension of persons 
engaged in plots, intrigues or other, ac- 
tivities against the interests of the 


lUnited Statés. 


In addition the government has 
sought the active co-operation of the 
police and detective forces of every 
town and city of consequence through- 
out the country. Handreds of letters 
requesting such co-operation have been 
mailed broadcast by the department of 
justice, and replies pleding unstinted 
aid are coming back in great numbers 
by telegraph and mail. 

The largest single force which the 
government has enrolled in its nation- 
wide spy hunt, with the possible excep- 
tion of the municipal police and detec- 
tive force, is the army of postmasters, 
all of whom have been instructed to 
permit no clew as to the identity of sus- 
pected individuals and their activities 
to go unreported. Under the postmas- 
ters are working the letter carriers in 
the cities and the rural free delivery 
carriers in the country, a force all told 
of about 300,000 men. 

Prompt Reporting Urged.. 

Instructions to the federal employees 
call for the prompt reporting to desig- 
nated authorities of all information, no 
matter how minor it appears, which 
might be of value or furnish clews in 
ferreting out agents of foreign govern- 
ments. 

Under this head come letters passing 
through the mails, telegrams and over- 
heard scraps of conversation indicating 
activity against the government. 

Such information will be promptly 
forwarded to the proper investigating 
body at Washington, the name of the 
informant held secret and an inquiry 
quitely begun wherever investigation is 
warranted. 

Although no request for co-operation 
has been addressed to the general pub- 
lic, officials will wélcome and hold in 
strictest confidence co-operation on the 
part of all private citizens looking to 
the prevention of activities harmful to 
the national interest. A number of pri- 
vate citizens, impelled by patriotic mo- 
tives, already have furnished much val- 
uable information of this character. it 
was said, and have aided materially 
in the work of the two bureaus here- 
tofore engaged in enforcing the main- 
tenance of American neutrality. 

The idea of enlisting virtually all 
government employees in this work 
originated with the department of jus- 
tice and was promptly approved by the 
heads of the various government de- 
partments. Instructions have been sent 
to most of the employees concerned. 


Relying on Field Forces. 


In calling upon its civilian employees 
to aid in the work of the bureau of 
investigation, the government will rely 
chiefly upon the field forces of all its 
varied activities, men whose daily work 
brings them in constant touch with the 
public. This ineludes in addition -to 
postmasters and letter carriers the field 
forces of the department of the inte- 
rior, the federal trade commission, the 
department of agriculture, the inter- 
State commerce commission, the inter- 
nal revenue and eustoms bureaus of 
the treasury department, department of 
commeree workers and investigators 
and immigration and other officials of 
the department of labor. 

The co-operation of trained detectives 
and other employees of municipal po- 
lice forces will result, officials pbe- 
lieve, in obtaining a Vast amount of 
information of great value to the gov- 
ernment, Under the department’s pro- 
gram, virtually every policeman, plain- 
clothes man and detective—other than 
private detectives—in the country will 
be assisting indirectly in the work of 
government's investigating bureaus. 
The total of this vast force has not 
been estimated.

Kaiser’s Troops Are Routed 
From the Positions Which 
They Recently Captured. 
Little Doing on Other 
Fronts. 
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March 30.—(By 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Dav.)—British troops in France 
have occupied three more Villages in 
the Somme region; and in the Cham- 
pagne, where intensive fighting has 
been in progress for several days, the 
French have recaptured the positions 
taken by the Germans on March 28. 

A German retirement on both sides 
of the Peronne-Fins road because of 
strong British pressure is announced 
Berlin. Two of the villages cap- 
tured by the British—Fins and Sor- 
rell-le-Grand—are on this road, while 
the other—Ruyalcourt—is three miles 
to the north and eight miles west of 
Bapaume. Field Marshal Haig’s men, 
London says, after hard fighting also 
have gained ground west of Sorell-le- 
Grand in the direction of Heudicourt 
and toward the railroad running south 
from Marcoing. A German attack 
against the British -positions south of 
Neuville Bourjenval, between Ruyal- 
court and Fins, is reported by London 
to have been checked with loss. 

Canadian troops have been in action 
east of Neuville St. Vaast. Berlin says 
that four attacks by & Canadian: force 
were repulsed with heavy loss, while 
London claims the German lines were 
entered and prisoners taken after cas- 
ualties were inflicted on the defenders. 

Neither Berlin nor Paris report any 
infantry activity between the Somme 
and the Oise. Northeast of Soissons, 
Berlin says, French groupings for an 
attack were dispersed. French troops 
in the sector of Vregny4Margival, 
northeast of Soissons, Paris reports, 
made progress. 

West of Maisons de Champagne a 
French counter attack resulted in the 
Germans being forced to give up the 
positions gained on Wednesday. The 
French took 63 prisoners, Paris adds. 

There has been no important activ- 
ity on any of the other battlefields. 
hussian attacks were delivered south- 
east of Baranovichi, on the eastern 
front, but Petrograd does not say with 
what result. German troops entered 
Russian trenches on the Oginski canal, 
but were dislodged. Austrian attacks 
against Italian positions on Monte 
Fait, on the Austro-Italian front, Rome 
says, were repulsed with heavy loss 
and prisoners were taken. 


BRITISH IN TOUCH 
WITH THE NEW LINE 
FORMED BY GERMANS 


London, March 30.—-The capture by 
the British of the town of Ruyalcourt, 
about eight miles east of Bapaume, is 
reported by Reuter’s correspondent at 
the British headquarters in France. 

“Yesterday we took Ruyalcourt, 
thereby advancing our line to about 
eight miles east of Bapaume,” the cor- 
respondent telegraphs. “Our fnfantry 
is now in contact with the whole new 
German front from Arras to a point 
about six miles southeast of St. Quen- 
tin. 

“In the northern part of the line 2 
violent bombardment by the enemy 
broke out yesterday afternoon, but it 
was silenced by a tremendous concen- 
trakion of our counter battery fire. A 
Similar outburst of trench mortars in 
the Ypres salient was smothered in the 
Same way.” 

Besides Ruyalcourt, British troops 

have captured Sorel-le-Grand and Fins 
between Bertincourt and Roisel, on the 
front in France, according to the offi- 
cial statement from British headquar- 
ters issued tonight. A German attack 
upon British positions south of Neu- 
ville-Bourjonval, it is added, was driv- 
en off with loss. 
“German lines east of Neuville-St. 
Vaast were entered Thursday night by 
the British troops, who inflicted cas- 
ualties and took prisoners.

Washington, March 30.—(Special.)—

RESPONSIBILITY IS PLACED 
ON GERMAN GOVERNMENT 
FOR GENERAL TERRORISM 


Congress Is Expected to 
Recognize Quickly That 
State of War Exists—Some 
Opposition Expected in 
Congress, But It Is Not 
Believed It Will Amount 
to Much—Part the United 


States Will Play in War - 


Not Yet Determined. 


Washington, March 80.—The admin- 
istrative branch of the American gov- 
ernment has determined definitely 
upon a course of action to meet the 
hostility of Germany. While official 
announcement is withheld pending the 
appearance of President Wilson before 
congress, formal recognition of the 
existence Of a state of war is expected 
to follow soon after the extra session 
begins. 

The president, having decided on the 
principal features of the address to be 
delivered to a joint session of the 
house and senate, is putting the doacu- 


ment in. writing and today ‘he ha@iar 


The 
meeting lasted only an hour and a 
half, but with conclusions quickly 
made known time was found for atten- 
tion to individual departmental mat- 
ters. Later the president conferred 
briefly with Secretaries Baker and 
Daniels, heads of the war and navy de- 
partments. 
War Waged on United States. 

There is said to have been no dif- 
ference of opinion in the cabinet on the 
great question. Bhe president’s ad- 
visers as well as official Washington 
generally have long since accepted it 
as a fact that war actually is being 
waged against the United States. 

Officials believe that Germany 
making war on this nation because 
she has taken more than 240 Ameri- 
can lives on the high seas, because she 
has destroyed American ships by the

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RAILROAD TO CONNECT 
DAHLONEGA WITH WORLD 


Atlanta Men Are Leaders in 
Building Road Into the 
Gold Regions. 


N. P. and George L. Pratt, the well- 
known Atlanta cnemists, are leaders 
in building the first railroad into the 
|northeast Georgia gold and mineral 
lfields in and adjacent to Lumpkin 
county. : 
|; _ The proposed road is to be built from 
i Brockton on the Gainesville and North- 
| western railway, to the pyrites mines 
|on the Chestatee river in Lumpkin 
- county, leaving a link of six miles to 
‘connect with Dahlonega, the county 
seat of Lumpkin, where the United 
States mint was located in the days 
when there was extensive mining in 
this territory. 

The road will be twelve miles in 
length, the 6-mile link to Dahlonega 
to be added when the county and town 
authorities are ready. The work of 
grading will begin next week and will 
be done by tl.e Pratts and the Gaines- 
ville and Northwestern, the latter of 
which will operate the road when it 
is completed, furnishing crews and 
rolling stock. 

The shipments will begin at the rate 
of 50,000 tons a month. The Pratts 
have spent $40,000 on a dam to produce 
electric and compressed air power to 
be utilized in operating drills and oth- 
er machinery of their mineral mines in 
the territory. Three carloads of ma- 
chinery to be used in the power plant 
and mines are already at Brockton 
waiting to be transported into the 
hills. 

The owners of the pyrites mines have 
been prospecting for twenty years at 
enormous expense. They have found 
an entire mountain of rich copper sul- 
phates, and the supply is declared lim- 
itless. Obtaining sulphuric acid for 
fertilizers is the principal object of the 
Atlanta chemists in opening up the 
territory. 

Dahlonega, which is also an educa- 
tional center, the North Georgia Ag- 
ricultural college being located there, 
now connects with the outside world 
by stage coach line to Gainesville. The 
coming of its first railroad will be a 
great step for her future development. 


PREPAREDNESS TRAIN 
COMING 10 ATLANTA 


President Wilson Accepts the 
Offer Made by Knoxville 


Business Men. 


Knoxville, Tenn., March 38v.—(5pe- 
cial.)——Press dispatches indicate Presi- 
dent Wilson has accepted the offer 
of the Knoxville board of commerce 
to make of its trage trip to be run week 
of April 9th a tour of applied prepar- 
edness and patriotism. The offer was 
made the govenment owing to the se- 
rious situation now confronting the 
nation. 

The trip will be made in strict mili- 
tary style. A “colonel” will “command” 
the expedition and each department will 
be in charge of a ‘“‘captain.” The colo’ 
nel’s ‘“‘staff’” will be called the “staff 
council,” and will settie all questions 
pertaining to the trip. Colonel L. D. 
Tyson, who commanded the Sixth im- 
munes, United States volunteer infan- 
try, in the Spanish-American war, has 
been designated ‘“‘colonel”’ of the ‘‘pre- 
paredness expedition.” He will leave 
for Washington at once to confer with 
the president and secretary of war to 
ascertain in just what manner the trip 
may be conducted to best further the 
preparedness movement. 

Tennessee furnished sixty-five hun- 
dred men in the ‘Spanish-American war, 
more than’ 60 per cent enlisting from 
Knoxville and east Tennessee. 

Out of the 2,700 which Tennessee sent 

to the border last summer, practically 
60 per cent were from this. section, 
while during the last nine years the 
federal recruiting officer reports near- 
ly 6,000 men enlisting from Knoxville 
and east Tennessee, representing over 
65 per cent of the total enlistment for 
the state during that period. The Sec- 
ond congressional district, of which 
Knoxville is the center, sent more men 
to the Spanish-American war than any 
other congressional district in the coun- 
try, with the exception of the district 
in which New York city is situated. 
Hence, the appellation of Tennessee as 
the ‘Volunteer State.” 
The preparedness expedition will be 
made in a special train and will reach 
Atlanta on Tuesday, April 10, at 7:45 
o’clock, remaining there until 6 o’clock 
the next morning.

IN GREAT REUNION

Mr. Robson Friday received notifica- 
tion from Commander Ben Watts, of 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans, that 
he has been selected to carry the con- 
federate flag for the Georgia division 
at the reunion in Washington. In ad- 
dition to being division color bearer, 
Mr. Robson was made a member of 
Commander Watts’ staff.

OPPOSE HIGHER RATES 


Shippers Declare Increase Will 
Retard Live Stock and Pack- 
ing House Industries. 


With an imposing array of witnesses, | 
the Georgia Shippers’ association and 
others appeared before the state rail- 
road commission Friday to oppose the 
proposed commodity rates of the rail- 
roads upon live stock and _ packing 


house products. 

The plea was made by the opponents 
of the proposed rates that the live stock 
and packing industries being young in 
Georgia, no advance in rates should be 
allowed at this time, which might in 
any way hinder the progress of these 
industries. The carriers: took the po- 
Sition that they do not desire to work 
any injury upon these industries, the 
successful future of which means in- 
creased business for the roads them- 
selves, and contended that the _ in- 
creases they proposed will not be suf- 
ficient to produce injurious results. 

The maximum increase per head pro- 
posed upon beef cattle is 28 cents. 
While these rates form the center of 
one of the strongest fights in the pres- 
ent rate case, the procedure has not 
been marked with any acrimony, and 
the several breeders who have been up- 
on the Stand have stated that it is not 
their desire that the railroads, who 
have largely co-operated in encourag- 
ing the cattle industry in Georgia, shall 
be deprived of the benefit of any in- 
crease in rates which may be justified. 

The opinion was freely expressed by 
some of the opponents, however, that 
the proposed rates, if they became ef- 
fective, would serve to retard the 
growth of the live stock and packing 


house industries. 

Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Brown presented to the commission 2 
resolution from the Georgia Farmers’ 
union, of which he was formerly presi- 
dent, protesting against any increase 
in rates on live stock and packing 
house products. Lem Jackson, head of 
the markets bureau of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, expressed it as his 
opinion that an increase in rates would 
retard the growth of present industries 
affected, discourage the starting of 
more, and perhaps affect the price of 
products to the consumer. 

Dr. Hutchens, from the office of Dr. 
Peter F. Bahnsen, state veterinarian, 
outlined the growth in interest in stock 
raising in Georgia in the last four years. 

James T. Anderson, of Marietta, a 
breeder, president of the Georgia Here- 
ford Breeders’ association and vice 
president of the Southern Cattlemen's 
association; R. M. McNeel, of Marietta, a 
breeder, and T. W. Tift, of Tifton, a

State, and that petitions to the various 
State commissions involved will be pre- 
pared shortly. 

Today’s action was forecast several 
days ago by Fairfax Harrison, presi- 
dent of the Southern railway, who told 
the interstate commerce commission 
that the earnings of his road had been

Carload and less than carload rates 
on about 48 kinds of fruits, melons and 
vegetables from every section of the 
south to Nansas City, St. Paul, St. 
Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Pittsburg, New York, Philadelphia and 
numerous other towns and cities are 
involved. In the case of the cities 
mentioned 447 rates are increased, 332 
rates are reduced and 37 rates left un- 
changed.

From every angie the matter can be 
viewed, Atlanta—no community, in truth— 
can overestimate the value of its military 
volunteers; nor can it easily overdo the pro- 
prieties in paying them respect and tribute. 

The very mission of a soldier or one who 
volunteers for military duty is service to 
others and to principle. Unselfish duty, de- 
votion to home and loved ones, to country, 
the flag and the principles for which that 
flag stands, of necessity embody the actuat- 
ing spirit of the volunteer. And when he 
signs the muster roll he cuts away from the 
things most dear to him; he assents to 
forego everything of ambition and personal 
choice; he solemnly covenants the supreme 
sacrifice if need be, on the altar of his prin- 
ciples and to fulfill thé objects prompting 
his enlistment.

A bill has been introduced in the Chinese 
parliament, with every assurance of its 
enactment, providing for the erection of a 


monument to the memory of the late John | 
state under | 
Presidents MchKiniey and Roosevelt, in the 


Hay. American secretary of 
central park of Peking. 

This will constitute such a tribute to the 
American statesman as was never accorded 
a foreigner, living or dead, by the Chinese 
government; and the event is expressly 
noteworthy coming just at this time, when 
the- world’s thought is centered upon war. 


The Chinese regard John Hay as having | 


been one of the best friends that country 
ever had, and the name Hay is held almost 
in universal reverence there as personifying 
the “open door” policy, of which the Ameri- 
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among the European powers to grab con- 
cessions of Chinese territory, bases of in- 
fluence, and exclusive commercial rights 
from the decadent Manchu dynasty. 


| Hay, however, saved the day; for just at 


the critical moment, when it looked as 
though the parific, non-militaristic, un-“pre- 
pared” Celestial empire was helpless at the 
mercy of the pack, and without a friend 
among the nations of the earth, John Hay 
stepped into the breach and practically put 
a halt to the movement by enunciating the 
famous “open door” doctrine—that the 
United States stood for equal commercial 
privileges in China for all nations, and for 
the integrity and independence of that na- 
‘tion. That policy has maintained to this 
day, and has served, very probably, as a 
bulwark between the Chinese nation and 
utter rufn. 

It is no wonder that the Chinese love and 
revere John Hay’s memory; and the United 
States and the American people might well, 
in turn, feel pride and gratitude in the mark 
of respect by which the Celestials are about 
to manifest their feelings. 

The manner of it, too, is picturesque, and 
characteristic of the patient, deliberate, un- 
ostentatious Chinese nature; and it makes 
the tribute all the more indicative of cor- 
diality that upon the very eve of a prob- 
able declaration of war against the worst 
of all China’s oppressors—Germany—China 
pauses for a moment to pay this rare na- 
tional courtesy to a friend. 


KANSAS’ LATEST EXPERIMENT. 


Governor Arthur Capper, of Kansas, has 
just signed a legislative act providing for 
the employment of a state manager for that 
commonwealth; and as quickly as the new 
machinery can be put in motion a _ non- 


partisan board of administration will ap- 


point a manager to assume complete charge 
of and responsibility for all of the state in- 
stitutions, and to act as state purchasing 


. 


agent. 


Thus at one sweep the politicians and 
bosses who have in the past played football 
with the insane asylums, penitentiary, edu- 
cational institutions, etc., and fattened at 
the state crib, will be drivén from the do- 
minion of the sunflower—if the plan 
works out. 

There’s one thing about Kansas: It is 
and always has been “dead game” when it 
comes to taking a chance. Its citizens be- 
lieve that the proof of the pudding is in 
chewing the string, and the only way to 
prove whether or not a proposed new de- 
parture in government is worth while is to 
try it and find out. They tried prohibition 
as a daring experiment; they tried woman 
suffrage; they tried the initiative and refer- 
endum; they tried the direct primary elec- 
tion system—in fact, the majority of our 
Amerjcan.. political .reforms, which subse- 
quently have been more or less generally 
adopted by the'other states, were first put. 
through the fire test in Kansas. 

And while for some years Kansas was 
regarded as sort of a hot-bed of “freak leg- 
islation,” time has brought it pretty general 
vindication and, as a state, it has little to 
be ashamed of. 

Whether this state manager plan is a 
wise one remains, of course, to be deter- 
mined; and during its experimental stage 
everyone interested in good government will 
watch Kansas with closest attention. If it 
proves a good one, others, of course, will 
pattern after Kansas, as they have repeat- 
edly in the past. If not, then Kansds can 
easily revert back td the old order, and no 
harm will have been done. 

In brief, the state manager idea is sim- 
ply an enlargement of the city manager plan 
of government, which is said to be working 
out well in several municipalities. The 
manager, under the act creating the posi- 
tion, is to be selected irrespective of poli- 
tics, political affiliations or business associ- 
ations, and he will be held accountable for 
every cent spent, the way it is spent and 
what the state gets in return for it. With 
those limitations he is to have free rein to 
do as he pleases with and for Kansas. 

What Kansas wants, and what it hopes 
to receive, as a result of this radical reform, 
is greater economy in state administration 
and more efficiency in the management of 
all state institutions. 

Which is precisely what every state in 
the Union would like to have. Therefore, 
all states will continue to keep their eyes 
on Kansas!

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DIET FOR A CHILD FOUR YEARS OF AGE. 

Nearly all of the food (excepting milk) of 
a child three or four years of age should 
require chewing. It is wrong to teed these 
little tots soft stuff excessively; they gulp it 
down and suffer from disturbed digestion, 
and the teeth are not developed if they are 
not used. 

Little ones should not be restricted to 
three meals a day, but should be fed four or 
five times regularly. This is the natural 
thing to do. It is unnatural to force the 
child to overload his stomach in the en- 
deavor to tide over the hunger he suffers 
when his parents are grandmotherly enough 
to prohibit “piecing.” “Piecing” is bad 
only when it is irregular in time and when 
the food is some poisonous lollypop or other 
improper article. I am not condemning the 
lollypop, for it may be as pure and whole- 
some as the best stick candy, and every child 
should have candy, but only for dessert, 
never between meals. Bread and butter and 
Sugar is the ideal “piece.” 


Breakfast. 

A glass of milk. 

A dish of home-cooked oatmeal or other 
oe with plenty of cream and sugar—to 
aste. 

A baked apple. 

A piece of buttered toast. 

Ten O'Clock Lunch. 
Two graham crackers and a glass of milk. 
One O'Clock Lunch. 

Creamed or baked potatoes. 

Bread and butter, and an egg. 

Stewed or fresh fruit in season. 

Four O’Clock Lunch. v 

A pretzel, some toast, crackers, or bread 

and butter. 


Seven O’Clock Dinner. 

Vegetable or meat soup. 

Any vegetable. Potato. Some baked fish, 

roast meat, or an egg cooked as desired. 

Bread and butter, 

Cookie or cake. 

Fruit, nuts, or candy. 

Cup of hot water, sweetened, 
added. 

This is a sample diet, With liberal allow- 
ances for a three or four-year-old child in 
ordinary health. The important thing is to 
see to it that the child chews his food, and 
that he has food worth chewing. 

The great objection to many of the so- 
called breakfast foods is that they are too 
sweet and too soluble, so that .they slip down 
without mastication and salivary digestion.

First o 
ail, it would be much less expensive than 
going into the high markets of the present 
day to purchase all the food these men will 
require for an indefinite period. Then it 
would keep the men in health and good spir- 
its during their incarceration, and give our 
own troops Who are to act as their guards 
some useful experience in such operations as 
may fall to their lot on a much larger scale 
if the country is ever forced into a war of 
defense with a powerful enemy. 

The Germans are today working on their 
farms hundreds of thousands of war pris- 
oners. We must learn the methods they em- 
ploy to guard these men, and to handle them 
from their quarters to the fields, their re- 
turn at the end of the day’s work, and all 
the other movements which are necessary 
under such conditions. Can we afford to 
miss the opportunity to try out these under- 
takings that is presented by the fact of 
these Germans being now in our custody?

> NEGROES BADLY FOOLED 
BY NORTHERN AGENTS 


Negro Minister Finds Shocking 
Conditions Among Those of 
His Race Who Migrated. 


Waycross, Ga., March 30.-—-That ne- 
groes in the south are badly fooled by 
labor agents from eastern cities and 
States is the report sent to Aiderman 
Lioyd ©. Warren, of Waycross, by A. 
A. Burns, a negro minister, who left 
Waycross a few weeks ago to make an 
investigation of conditions tn Pennsyl- 
Vania, where so many Waycross negroes 
have gone in the last year. The min- 
ister says he finds that southern ne- 
groes are in want in many instances, 
and instead of getting ‘‘fat jobs,” land 
in the state, in 90 out of 100 cases, 
without a job waiting for them and are 
forced to take whatever they can or 
face starvation. 

In his letter to the alderman the 
minister inclosed a recent report is- 
sued in Philadelphia, which stated that 
Slightly over 500 southern negroes had 
died in the last three months, most of 
them from exposure and improper 
housing. The report said the investi- 
gation disclosed startling and astonish- 
ing facts heretofore lightly regarded, 
and that conditions were such that im- 
mediate action was necessary to stop 
the exodus of negroes from the south. 
The minister declared the negro’s home 
was the south and that it would be a 
mistake for the migration to continue.

SOLICITOR GENERAL 
CONTINUES WAGING 
WAR ON “TIGERS” 


Despite the fact that whisky now 
outlawed in Georgia, the campaign of 
Solicitor General John A. -ov Kin 
against illicit whisky trafficking cop- 
tinued yesterday with undiminished 
vigor.

C. Gibson to in- 
struct him in its use Hie proposes to 
apply the stomach pump on every per- 
son arrested and whose breath has any 
evidence of the odor of whisky. 

“IT have had any number of people 
ask me this morning to interpret the 
bone-dry prohibition law,” said Detec- 
tive Newberry this morning. “I have 
told them that my construction of the 
law is that if they even smell of whis- 
ky they are violators, and in order to 
make sure that my olfactory organ 
ddes not deceive me in the odors, I 
have purchased a stomach pump and 
added it to my equipment. I propose 
to handcuff those whom I think have 


been drinking and after that has been, 


done I will apply the stomach pump. 
If 1 find as much as a drop of whisky 
I will hold them for violating the pro- 
hibition law.”
